Peary's idea was to reach the pole by 
the “ American route,” a way which he 


himself had studied and developed during 
his former expedition. The advantage of 
this route is that it allows a.base of sup- 
plies approximately 100 miles nearer the 
goal than the Spitzbergen base, which has 
been its chief rival. 


FORMER TRIP SHOWS VALUE. 

The advantages of the route appeared 
by Peary's trip in 1906, when he attained 
the northernmost point hitherto reached 
by man—S7 degrees 6 minutes, at about 
the forty-ninth meridian of west longi- 
tude. This was on April 21. 
| The commander on his present expe- 
dition hoped to follow the path taken 
three years ago, which lay in almost a 
straight line from Cape Moss and the 
supposed northernmost extremity of Grin- 
nell land to latitude 84 — and 36 
minutes. , 4 

At this point Peary had discovered 
hat he afterward concluded to be the 
open Polar sea. 

AVOIDS OPEN WATER HAZARD. 

In 1906 his journey over the ice was de- 


layed at this point for a week by an open 


lane of water two miles wide. When the 
ice finally allgwed him to proceed heavy 
gales sprang up which forced him to aban- 
don the greater part of his provisions. 

Comparatively smooth traveling he then 
found until he reached latitude 85 degrees, 
12 minutes. There he encountered a ter- 
rific storm, which held him prisoner while 
the ice drift carried him seventy miles to 
the east

ETAH HIS BASE OF SUPPLIES. 

At Etah Peary had established a sta- 
tion for trainmg Eskimos and dogs and 
accumulating supplies. On former ex- 
peditions it had been bis plan to take his 
ships as far north as he could penetrate 
and there put into winter quarters, using 
Etah as a base of supplies. 

The expeditions proper all started from 
wherever winter quarters chanced to be. 

This time he -divided hie party into | 
three groups—one to make geological ob- 
servations, another to take meteorological 
notations, and a third of five or six picked 
men with dogs for the last dash ‘to the 
while the first two followed more 
slowly as supporting parties and estab- 
lished bases of supplies for the return 
trip. 

ALL PREPARED FOR WORST. 
Whether Peary feared he might not re- 
turn, no one knows. At any rate be 
voiced only his hopes, but when the

Down this swelling curve of the earth's 
shoulder hastened the two racers for the prise 
of the world’s adulation—Dr. Frederick A 
Cook, perhaps unconscious that his rival be- 
hind bim was pressing him so closely, and 
Commander Peary, fully aware that there 
was a man somewhere ahead of him who was 
going to put in the claim of the pole’s discov- 
ery and receive the fruits of praise.

The dash for 
the pole was made with the energy of inspira- 
tion; that for the kindlier climes was urged 
by sternest rivalry and the great worth of 
fame. 


Struggle Back the Harder. 

Perhaps, said these intimates of Peary to- 
day, he struggled harder to get back to ciy- 
iligation ahead of Dr. Cook than he did te 
reach the goal of his twenty years’ effort. 

That Peary knew of Cook's claim and of 
Cook's start ahead in the direction of ciy- 
ilization is undoubted. There is oh one 
stepping stone known in the arctic regions, 
from the world into the hitherto impenetra- 
ble mystery of the polar seas, and that is 
Etah. a huddle of Eskimo huts on the weet

Te Nah Dr. Cook returned after his winter 
in the icy wildness of Ellesmere Land, and 
there he found Harry Whitney, the New 
Haven youth who had gone up with Peary 
the year before and who remained at tan 
to guard the cache of supplies that Peary 
had left behind him when he made his sprint 
northward. 

Leaves Data with Whitney. 

With Whitney he left some of his data, 40 
cording to the dispatches from Copenhagen, 
and with him he left the story of his northing, 
even to the pole, then he set off for Uper 
navik, the southern Danish settlement, there 
to get aboard the little Danish government 
steamer and make for the world below. 

Then came along Peary—just what time he 
returned to Nah can only be surmised. At 
Btah he heard from Whitney that the man 
who said that he had beaten in the race for 
the pole already was etarted on the race for 
civilization.

Acrid Controversy Believed Certain. 
Until further and definite word comes from 
Peary this freak of circumstance and stran- 
gest coincidence in the history of explora- 
tion must remain in the domain of specula- 


tion. 

That the return of Peary to civilization and 
further elucidation of his own claims by Dr. 
Cook probably will precipitate a controversy 
as acrid as any that has recently interested 
the people of all the world was the certain 
promise that the polar explorers in New York 
held out. 


COOK’S FRIEND DOUBTS PEARY. 


Capt. Osbon, Veteran Polar Explorer, 
Will Demand Positive 
Proofs. 


New York Sept. 6—The Cook-Peary con- 
troversy opened here this afternoon with 
the first expression of disbelief in the report 
that the latter had reached the pole. The 
doubt came from Capt. Bradley 8. Osbon, a 
veteran polar explorer, secretary of the Arc- 
tic club and one of Dr. Cook's most earnest 
supporters. 

“JT am extremely doubtful that Commander 
Peary has reached the pole,” he said. “I 
want much better confirmation than the 
words so far received. Mr. Peary must have 
encountered smooth ice and water to have 
succeeded in such a short time. 

All news hitherto indicated that he made 
hig dash for the pole in the summer of 1908. 
1 @ not see how it would have been possible 
fot him: to have arrived and returned with 
the news so early.”

No discredit is cast on Dr. Cook’s story 
by essuming that the success of a more ex- 
perienced and better known voyager must 
be capable of verification,”’ the editorial oon- 
tinues. “For the present, therefore, we 
must hail and congratulate Peary as the dis- 
coverer of the pole, subject only to the reser- 
vation that a prior claim has been advanced 
and remains to be verified. Happily both 
claimants are citizens of the United States 
and one possible reason for bitterness does 
mot exist. In any case, the American stars 
and stripes float literally or metaphorically 
in the coveted breezes of the northernmost 
point of the globe“ 


Telegraph Accepts Peary. 

The Telegraph, which. dithough indulgent 
to Cook’s claim, has, like others, awaited 
proofs, finds no reason to doubt Peary and 
says Enelishmen will hail his triumph with 
wholehearted admiration even if they cannot 
stifle regret that it is not the union jack that 
first reached the pole. 

“If ever a man deserved success Peary 
holds that position,” the Telegraph says.

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POLE GOAL OF PEARY’S LIFE 


Began Yearning for Aretie Ex- 
ploration in Early Tears. 


MADE MANY DASHES FOR IT. 


Expeditions to North Attended by Suf- 
fering and Want. 


New York, Sept. 6.—In reaching the north 
pole, Commander Robert Edwin Peary has 
achieved the ambition of a lifetime. Ag a 
boy, his day dreams were of an unexplored 
land far to the northward and such printed 
matter concerning the polar regions as fell 
into his hands was read with absorbed inter- 
est. 

He was born at Cresson, Pa., May 6, 1868, 
but in his early youth the family removed io 
Maine, where he received his education. His 
parents Charles N. and Mary (Wiley) Peary, 
saw to it that he received an early training 
befitting a life which promised to be filled 
with wholesome activity. 

Insiructed first in private schools, he sub- 
sequently entered Bowdoin college, from 
which he was graduated with the class of 
1877. Throughout his college career and in 
the years following, he made a close study 
of arctic exporation, the peculiar fascination 
which the subject held for him deepening 
at he matured. 


Enters Navy; Surveys Canal Route. 

As a means of livelihood he adopted the 
profession of civil engineer, entering the 
United States navy in that capacity on Oct. 
26, 1881. Three years later he was appointed 
an asaistant engineer on the board which sur- 
veyed the route of the Nicaraguan ship canal. 

In these years his interest in the mysteri- 
ous north had not abated, and in 1886 he ap- 
plied for a leave of absence from the navy 
which would pernut him to visit Greenland. 
His application was granted, and in July of 
the same year he began what proved to be 
the first of seven expeditions to the north. 
ali attended with hardship and some of them 
with actual suffering and want. He perse- 
vered with a tenacity of purpose that chal- 
lenged the admiration 6f the world and finally 
brought him unstinted fame. 

Beyond the daring of his exploits, Peary’s 
expeditions have had a scientific and geo- 
graphical usefulness that has been generally 
recognized, and he has won the medals of the 
American Geographical society, the Royal 
Geographical society of London, and the 
Scottish Geographical soclety—honors never 
accorded in equal number to any other 
American. 


Is Honored in the Navy. 

In the navy he won the title of command- 
er,“ and the government has recognised the 
value of his explorations by granting his re- 
peated leaves of absence. In 1008 he was 
made president of the American Geographi- 
cal society and is @ member of many other 
kinéred bodies. 

Commander Peary’s domestic Ufe has been 
so happy that enforced absence from his 
family has been one of the greatest hardships 
of his adventures. In 1888, two Years after 
the return from his first visit to Greenland, 


he married Miss Josephine Diebitsch; who 


from the day of their union has given his am..

tion.

' Geographer Talks of Routes. 

The courses taken by nder Peary 
and by Dr. Cook did not differ materially, 
according to Prof. Henry Gannett, the geog- 
rapher. It seemed to me that Peary was 
being delayed when he left a year or so ago.“ 
said Prof. Gannett, who is an old friend ot 
Peary. “‘ Peary’s plan was te get up to the 
northeastern cape of Grantland, where he 
made his former headquarters, before the 
ice closed in.

Peary Announcement Pleases. 

Rear Admiral W. 8S. Cowies, chief of the 
bureau of equipment of the navy, expressed 
his delight over the Peary announcement. 
“Tt was my understanding, said Admiral 
Cowles, that when he left here it was his 
hope to reach the pole about this time. Peary 
is a most deserving officer. 

“Peary had an exceptionally fine equip- 
ment. Much money was spent on his outfit, 
and he has been able to take advantage of 
all of the mistakes and successes of his 
predecessors. It would be no great wonder 
at all if he has at last achieved what he set 
out to do. The only fear is that even if he 
bad discovered the pole sufficient time has 
not elapsed in which to get the news to the 
outside world. I hope, however, it ts true.” 

Admiral Cowles also said he beMeyed that

„Ir Peary has telegraphed that he has 
found the pole, I believe it, and say bully 
for him. 

“T have known Peary personally for-a 
jong time and as he was well equipped for 
an expedition I think he had at least as 
much chance as Dr. Cook had for discover- 
ing the pole. Peary was within 200 miles 
of the pole in his last expedition and was 
prevented from going there by the opening of 
the ice packs. He has been gone long enough 
to have reached there. 

“Tt was the crazy dispatches purporting 
to have come from Dr. Cook about the con- 
dition he found there and other things that 
caused a doubt in my mind about Cook having 
found the pole. The dispatches of yesterday 
and today are more sane and are more favor- 
able to Dr. Cook. The developments of the 
last few days and the dispatch from Peary 
make the situation most interesting.“ 


Says Peary Deserves Credit. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Sept. 6—Dr. Robert M. 
Keely of this city, who has been on an arctic 
expedition with Lieut. Peary and Dr. Cook, 
and who questioned the latter’s statements 
that he had reached the north pole, said this 
afternoon that he believed that Peary had 
reached the goal. He seid: 

Good for Peary: I have been north with 
him and know him well.

BERLIN, Sept. 6—Dr. Sieglin, director 
of the geographical institute of the Unt.

That great conclusions cannot be accepted 
by the scientific world unless they are made 
by at least two independent observers is the 
opinion of some of the members of the Berlin 
Geographical society; a single observer is 
liable to involuntary error. N 


Danish Professor Is Satisfied. 

COPENHAGEN, Sept. 6.—Dr. Stromgren, 
professor of astronomy of the University of 
Copenhagen, who has interviewed Dr. Cook 
on behalf of the university, gave out a state- 
mient today, saying he had no reason what- 
ever to doubt the fact that Dr. Cook had 
reached the north pole, or at least its im- 
mediate vicinity.

Prof. Gale Thinks Naval Explorer More 
Trustworthy than Dr. Cook. 


Prof. T. C. Chamberlin, head of the de- 
partment’ of geology in the University of | 
Chicago, was interested yesterday in the re- 
port that Commander Peary had reached 
the north pole, but, like a Missourian, he 
refused to give it full erédence unti] Peary 
“shows” him. 

“TI must assume the same attitude toward 
Lieut. Peary that I have toward Dr. Cook, 
said the professor. “I shall wait until) post- 
tive proof has been shown. But I can say 
the telegram which is said to have been 
addressed to Mr. Bridgman appears to me to 
be the most emphatic and most trustworthy 
report we have had since it was first said 
that Dr. Cook had reached the north pole. 

I have known Mr. Bridgman for some 
time and I believe he would not fake a tele- 
gram. It seems on the face of it as if the 
report might be true, but I cannot say I be- 
lieve the pole has been reached. 

“When Mr. Peary makes a fuller state- 
ment it will contain internal evidence on 
which the validity of his claim that the north 
pole Ras been found ean be determined. 
After that will come a critical scrutiny of his 
observations and other data, which will give 
a basis for final decision in the matter. I 
possess inside knowledge of the conditions 
which leads me to doubt the most northern 
spot in the world has been reached.“ 


Thinks Peary Deserves Honor. 

Prof. James H. Breasted, the Egyptologist 
of the University of Chicago, who made im- 
portant explorations in lower Egypt a while 
ago, was more ready to believe the report 
of Peary having reached the pole. 

“1 anf glad to hear of it,” he said. “I am 
especially glad Commander Peary has been 
successful. I beNeve this report from Peary 
will settle the matter. I am glad to see 
Peary have the honor, because he is mést de- 
serving of it and more scientific about it. 
His fight to win seems to have succeeded ad- 
mirably. The trouble with Cook ig that he 
is not Kientifle. We couldn't depend upon 
his word.’’ 

Thomas F. Holgate, dean of the school of 
liberal arts of Northwestern university, said 
he had mo reason to doubt that Dr. Cook 
discovered the pole. 

‘I was attending the meeting of the Brit- 
ish Association for the Advancement of Sei- 
ence in Winnipeg at the time the discovery 
was announced,“ hesaid. ‘I talked to several 
of the men there, who took interest in the 
discovery, and must say the general opinion 
of those present was that the discovery was 
made as reported. I met one man, Dr. M. A. 
Bauer, a scientific man from the Carnegie 
institute in Washington, who is well ac- 
quainted with Dr. Cook, and Dr. Bauer ex- 
pressed his firm belief in the authenticity of 
Dr. Cook's reports of the discovery.’’ 


Expects Conflict of Experts. 

Prof. Henry G. Gale of the department of 
physics at Chicago ‘university said he be- 
neved Peary more trustworthy thar Dr. 
Cook. 

Peary nas had much more experience in 
expeditions in search of the pole,“ said he. 
„He would be less likely than Dr. Cook to be 
carried away by enthusiasm. If there are 
any conflicts in the stories—and there prob- 
ably will be a number—I should be inclined 
to take Peary’s word first. 

“Of course, with the information at hand 
we cannot tell anything. It is pretty certain 
Peary had along a few witnesses. This will 
be one of the strongest points in his favor. 

“T look for a merry fight between these two 
men for the confidence of experts and the 
general public. Each will have many sup- 
porters once they begin to disagree. Their 
observations will result in the public being 
divided, but scientists cannot be fooled. They 
will be able to tell which stories are true. 

“Tt is a remarkable coincidence that these 
two men should have found the same place 
at almost the same time, yet I am not sur- 
Ae for the 
value to the world, there ie no more than 
there would be at a point 100 miles from the 
pole.“ 

Wants Pictures of Eclipse. 

Cleve Hollenbeck, one of the assistant ob- 
‘servérs at the weather bureau, declared he 
was willing to accept as the real discoverer 
of the pole whichever of the two explorers 
possesses positive proofs. 

“It is pleasing to hear that Lieut. Peary 
also has reached the pole,” he said, “ but 
which man the public and the scientific men 
are willing to accept as the first to reach the 
pole remains to be seen. So far 48 1 know, 
only two proots are possible. 

“If Dr. Cook can show photographs of the 
position of the sun at various times during 
the day April 21, when he said he arrived 
at the pole, then I think he will go à long 
way in proving he was there. One photo- 

graphic proof is that on that day an eclipse 
of the sun was visible at the north pole: It 
lasted only a short time, but if Dr. Cook 
has photogrephs of that they will go a long 
way in showing that he was there and that ig

ANDREE THE ONLY EXPLORER 
WHOSE FATE NOWIS UNKNOWN 


All Searchers for North Pole Except One Money Needed for Expedition 


Who Went in Balloon Found Alive : , ‘ 
or Dead. Lacking When Start Was Made 


With yesterday's news from Peary there 
remains only one explorer who entered the 
far north of whase fate nothing is positively 
known—Salomon Auguste Andree of Sweden, 
who, with two companions, set out for the 
pole twelve years ago in a balloon, It is 
believed, however, that Andree is dead. 

Whatever the fate of Andree and his dar- 
ing co-explorers, his expedition established 
one great fact for scientists and those aero- 
nauts who shall hereafter attempt to reach 
the pole by balloon—that is, that at certain 
times of the year there are trade winds blow- 
ing from the south directly over postabergen 
and flowing straight for the pole. 

Andree heid to the belief that high above 
the vexed surface winds was a steady gale 
blowing toward the north pole without de- 
fiection. Furthermore, he believed that this 
steady current would take him into the polar 
regions in a week, carry him directly over 
the pole, and would land him safely in North 
America if he kept straight on his course. 

If he should be deflected me thought he 
would reach one of four places—Siberia, 
akout 70 degrees north latitude and 135th 
meridian east longitude; Samoyede peninsu- 
la, 70 degrees north latitude and 70 east 
longitude; Alaska, in the vicinity of Cape 
Barrow, 70 degrees north latitude and 115 
west longitude, and British North America, 
68 degrees north latitude and 100 degrees 
west longitude.

New York, Sept. 6.—{Special.]}—When Com- 
mander Robert E. Peary planned his latest 
trip in search of the north pole he needed 
$50,000 to equip the expedition and had con- 
siderable difficulty in gettifg it. He put in 
all the money he had himself and relied upon 
popular subscription and his friends to fur- 
nish the remainder. Zenas Crane of Dalton, 
Mass., gave 510.000, and others contributed 
smaller sums. 


Death of Jesup a Blow. 

While preparing for this latest attempt 
Commander Peary said: 8 

The death of Mr. Jesup. who was my per- 
sonal friend, deeply interested in my arctic 
work, and president of the Peary Arctic club 
(which financed my last expedition), has 
given this financial part of my werk a seri- 
ous aspect. But 1 cannot believe the loss 
of any one man, however irreparable that 
loss may be. will de permitted to put a stop 
to work of such interest and magnitude, a 
work having for its object the winning of 
what is recognized as the greatest of inter- 
national trophies.” 


Short $5,000 of Sum Wanted. 

By dint of hard work Peary got money 
enough to make repairs on the Roosevelt and 
equip it with stores, but on July 6, 1908, the 
day it sailed from New York, he admitted he 
had fallen $5,000 short of the needed $50,000. 
But he saved the money on things that would 
be least needed. 

The Roosevelt was a shabby looking ship 
when it steamed up the East river to the 
sound. It was in need of paint, but Peary 
figured that paint on a ship's sides wouldn't 
count for much in the arctic. 

But in the matter of food, presents for the 
Eskimos, material for sledges and dog 
harness, coal, guns, ammunition, and scien- 
tific Instruments the Roosevelt was fully 
equipped, its sides and ice crushing bow Were 
strengthened, and its machinery made as 
good as new. 


D. A. R. GIFT AT THE NORTH POLE 


Flag Planted by Peary Is One Pre- 
sented by the Women in 
July, 1908. 


New York, Sept. 6—The flag which Com- 
mander Peary planted at the north pole was 
one presented to him by the Daughters of the 
American Revolution on July d. 1908; just 
before the Roosevelt hoisted anchor for its 
long trip northward. 

The banner is an 2 flag of silk with 
a white border, which has been adopted by 
the League of Peace as emblematic of world 
peace and liberty. It was presented to Com- 
mander Peary by Mrs. Donald McLean, then 
president of the D. A. R. 

Peary accepted the emblem in a letter sent 
from the north. He said that he would carry 
the flag with him to the farthest north and 
if possible would plant it at the northern 
end of the earth's axis. 


New York, Sept 6.—The opinions of most 
of the critics who have doubted Dr. Frederick 
A. Cook's claim to having discovered the 
north pole were based on his asagrtién that he 
had ascended Mount McKinley, an agsertion 
which is, now fortified by Capt. Joseph H.

Declares First Claimant 
to Pole.

COPENHAGEN, Sept. 6—Dr. F. A. Cook 
sent the following message to America to- 
night: 

“Glad Peary did it. Two records are better 
than one and the work over a more easterly 
route has added value. Cook.“ 

Copenhagen was electrified by the report 
of Commander Peary’s announcement that 
he had reached the north pole. 

Dr. Cook was immensely interested, and 
said: That is good news. I hope Peary 
did get to the pole. His observations and 
reports on that region will confirm mine. 

Asked if there was any probability of 
Peary’s having found the tube containing 
his records, Dr. Cook replied: 

“I hope so, but that is doubtful, on a 
count of the drift.” 

Dr. Cook added: | 

“Commander Peary would have reached 
the pole this year, probably while I was there, 
Last year his route was several hundred miles 
east of mine. We are rivals, of course, but” 
the pole is good enough for two. ; 


Large Additions to Science. 

“That two men got to the pole along differe 
ent paths,” continued the explorer, should:

He returned from that voy- 
age Nov. 10, 1906, after reaching the farthest 
north, 87 degrees and 6 minutes. The second 
expedition, now known to de a success in 
reaching 90 degrees flat,“ began July 8. 
1908. 

In the interval between the end of the first 
of these two attempts—to be accurate, Dec. 
15, 1906—Peary delivered a devout hope that 
the pole might yet be reached, and soon. 

It was his last public appearance in Wash- 
ington, the occasion being when President 
Roosevelt presented to him the Hubbard 
medal of the National Geographic society 
’ gt the annual banquet of that organization. 
It was then that Peary declared that man 
and the Eskimo dog are the only two mech- 
anisms that could meet all the contingencies 
ef arctic work. 
Hope for Success Constant. 

„For » three centuries the world has 
dreame. wf solving the mystery of the 
north,” said Peary on that occasion, address- 
ing Roosevelt. “God willing, I hope that 
your administration may yet see the stars 
and stripes planted at the pole itself. For 
between these two great cosmic boundaries, 
the Panama canal and the north pole, lies the 
heritage and the stupendous future of that 
giant whose destinies you guide today, the 
United States of America.

HEADLESS BODY OF WOMAN 
FOUND IN CREEK AT DETROIT. 
Police Seek in Vain for Clews to Iden- 


tity of Apparent Victim of Murder

Consequently officers are 
scouring the city docks tonight in hopes of 
finding some bit of tangible evidence. 

The one clew in the possession of the police 
today was shattered by the finding of Hattie 
Hochstadt. She had been missing from her 
home a week and circumstances led the offi- 
clals to feel that she might have been the 
victim. Tonight the authorities are endeav- 
oring to find some trace of Mrs. Jessie 
Weber, who was reported missing from her 
home on Second street, Aug. 13. Mrs. Weber 
came here during the ‘from Minne- 
apolis and her husband since Hs been im the 
city searching for her 

The county physicians feel certain that the 
body ‘had only been in the water a few 
days. The age of the victim is estimated to 
be between 20 and 22 years. When shown the 
trunk the medical men were surprised at the 
skill — which the limbs, arms, and head 
were cut off 

The ea is little mangled, and the cutting 
shows the work of an expert. After examin- 
ing the body both physicians gave it as their 
opinion that the torso is that of a woman 
whose height was about 5 feet 6 inches. 

The officers learned this afternoon that a 
similar sack was found containing a dead 
dog in Ecorse creek a few days ago.

Delegates to Supervising Postal Em- 
ployes’ Convention May Ask for a 
Change in Law. 


It is probable that a recommendation will 
be made to Postmaster General Hitchcock, 
which may be transmitted to congress, for a 
sliding scale of fees for registered mall. 
It was recently announced that the registra- 
tion fee for letters and packages would be 
advanced to 10 cents, but the national asso- 
clation of supervising employés of the 
United States postoffice is considering and 
will*probably recommend a plan for a slid- 
ing scale, according to the value of the mat- 


ter to be registered.

In Gitchell vs. the people, 146 III., 187, 
the court says the state's attorney shall as- 
sist the grand jury when called upon by 
them to do so, but he should not be present 
when they are deliberating or voting upon an 
indictment. ! 

“The same rule obtains in the United 
States courts—see U. S. vs, Reed, 2 Blatch- 
ford, 435. In Gitchell vs, the people, 146 
III., 147, the court says of the state's attor- 
ney before the grand jury: ‘He may be 
present to give advice, to interrogate wit- 
nesses, to draw such bills as the grand 
jurors see proper to find, and to give such 
general instructions as they may require, 
but he is not to direct or influence them in 
respect to ter findings, nor ought he to 
be present when they are deliberating upon 
the evidence or When, their votes are taken.’ 

Chapter 38. Revised Statutes of Illinois, 
section 407, states: | 

“The grand jury may find an indictment. on 
the oath of one or more witnesses, except 
that in case of treason or perjury at least 
two witnesses to the same fact shall be 
deemed nec€ssary, except when the fact is 
proved by some writing; or they may make 
presentment upon information of not less 
than two members of their owntbody, unless 
the juror giving the informationſis sworn as 
a witness, in which case his evidence shall 
be considered the same as that of any other 
witness.’ ”’

Beverly, Mass., Sept. 6.—[Special.}]—The de- 
velopments in the Ballinger-Pinchot disturb- 
ance which were expected to emanate from 
Beverly tchay didn't happen. Mr. Ballinger 
got here all right with two portfolios stuffed 
full of documents and a secretary to carry 
them, but he didn’t have the opportunity to

Beardstown Man Accepts Nomination 
by Judicial Committee of Fourth Dis- 
trict After Mack Refuses Honor. 


Beardstown, III., Sept. 4.—[{Special. }—Mil- 
ton McClure of Beardstown has accepted the 
Republican nomination for. justice of the 
Supreme court from the Fourth judicial dis- 
trict, to succeed the late Justice Guy C. Scott.

The formal acceptance of the offer was 
contained in the following letter, sent by 
Mr. McClure to the judicial committee: 

“I desire in this formal manner to ac- 
knowledge the honor conferred upon me by 
your committeewat its session in Quincy on 
Sept. 2 in nominating me as candidate of the 
Republican party for justice of the Supreme 
court, to fill the vacancy caused by the death 
of the late Justice Guy C. Scott. 

“I hereby accept the nomination, tendered 
to me, as it was, by the unanimous vote of 
the committee, and I shall at once begin a 
personal canvass of the district, and, as far 
he practicable in the twenty days remaining 
before the election Sept. 25, I shall see the 
voters and give to them an opportunity to 
judge for themselves of my qualifications for 
the high position to which I Aspire.

CAPT. PORTER IN CHARGE. 

Two Threatening Letters Re- 

ceived, Thought to Have 
Come from Cranks. 


Two letters threatening the life of Presi- 
dent Taft during his visit in Chicago, now 


Im the hands of Capt. Porter of the secret 


service, have stirred up the latter and police 
officials of the city, with the result that 
efforts will be made to make the chief execu- 
tive of the nation the most guarded president 
that ever came to Chicago. 3 
Capt. Porter was inclig—d yesterday to be- 
little the threats, although he began making 
preparations immediately to prevent the pos- 
sibility of an attack on President Taft, The 
letters, he declared, were from cranks. He 
refused to reveal the contents or signatures. 
The president will arrive in the care of 
government secret service men. These will 
be reinforced by six of the best operatives 
at local headquarters and a heavy guard of 
city detectives and policemen. One of the 
new methods to be employed in guarding the 
president is the plan of Capt. Porter to have 
all of Mr. Taft's protectors face the crowd 
at all times instead of turning their backs on 
the multitudes, as has been common practice 
on previous occasions. His men in this way, 
he believes, will be able to intercept the pos- 
sible use of firearms or missiles of any sort. 


Reception at La Salle Station. 


As soon as the president arrivés.at the La 
Salle street station Capt. Porter will assume 
charge of the bodyguard. The president will 
be taken to one ot the rooms of the station, 
where the reception committee will meet him. 
Introductions will be censored by Capt. 
Archie Butt, his personal aid, to preyent the 
possibility of a straggler sifting through and 
gaining communication with the president. 

President Taft's visit to the west side base- 
ball park to witness the game between the 
Cubs and the Giants, however, is considered 
the most delicate situation for the secret 
service men to handle. Peter Drautzberg, 
one of the operatives of the local bureau of 
the service, will have charge of the arrange- 
ments during the game. 


Thinks Cranks Wrote Letters. 


Regarding the visit of Mr. Taft to Chicago 
and the arrangements made to escort him 
about the city, Capt. Porter said: 

It is true we have received a couple of 
threatening letters about the president. I 
believe they are from cranks. We are mak- 
ing no effort from this office to ascertain who 
wrote them. So faraslamconcerned I don't 
care about them. Whatever prepara ions 
we are making cannot be given in detail at 
this time, but I wish to say that I regard the 
president's safety during his stay in Chicago 
to be absolutely assured.” 

To perfect plane to guard the president at 
varioug places in the city Capt. Porter will 
hold a conference with Chief Steward of the 
police department, George W. Dixon, presi- 
dent of the Hamilton club, and a committee 
from the Commerical club. 

Capt. Porter’s men will accompany the 
president to Milwaukee. 


May Discuss Party Policy. 
Word has sifted out from some source that 


big political topics of grave interest to west- 
ern Republicans are to be considered during 


the day’s stopover of the presidential party,

AND NOW PEARY. 

If the dispatches signed Pearx 
which appear to be genuine—announcing 
that he had reached the north pole had 
come a little sooner there would have 
been a greater whirlwind of excitement. 
To a certain extent the wind has been 
taken out of Peary’s sails by Dr. Cook. 
I? the latter got to the north ‘pole in 
April of 1908 he was a year ahead of 
Peory, who had hoped that after years 
of baffled endeavor he would be the first 
to aceomplish a seemingly impossible feat. 
But Peary has one undisputed advantage. 
When he says that he has been to the 
top of the world everybody, though greedy 


tor details as to how and when, will give 


him credence without waiting for them. 
Few will ask him what evidence he can 
furnish or reserve their decision until his 
observations shall have been checked up 
and his journals examined. Laymen and 
scientists have implicit confidence in him, 
Dr. Cook’s friends should be pleased 
to hear of Pęary's success. It strengthens 
the atlas Pr. Cook in that it shows 
that the north pole is not beyond the reach 
of human endea vor. What one man has 
done another may have been able to do. 
In the next place, the unusual conditions 
of the polar ice which Dr. Cook describes 
and which he says enabled him to make 
such long marches may be verified by 
Peary. He may have heard through his 
Eskimos of Dr. Cook and be able to con- 
firm the story the latter has told. 
In the meantime the friends of Peary 
and those of Cook should keep out of 
acrimonious controversy. Let us wait for 
both of these explorers of the frozen north 
to report in full. 


THE VAGRANCY LAW. 

It is said the chief justice of the Mu- 
nicipal court, the chief of police, and the 
captain of detectives are to confer today. 
The object of the conference is the rid- 
ding of Chicago of known and habitual 
pickpoekets and other criminals, and of 
vagrants, As a means to that desirable 
end the detectives have been “ordered to 
make up lists of all the bad men they 
know, so that vagrancy wartants may be 
sworn out against them, If found guilty 
they could be sent to the bridewell, where 
they could be more “usefully employed 
than at present. | 

This recalls the fact that à little over 
two years ago the then dead of the police 
department was begging the general as- 


law, He said the one then on statute 
books was feeble, and that if only, Nad 
a stronger one he would rid Chicago of 
crooks and vagrants. The legislature, 
Lee by his plea, gave him the sterner 
daw he asked for.

There was a spell of brief activity 
after the law took effect. Then, little by 
little, the energy of the police department 
relaxed. The promises which had been 
made of a thorough cleaning out of va- 
grants and of known criminals who never 
did an honest day’s work were forgotten.

INFANT LIFE. 

In the first eight months of 1909 there 
were 533 fewer deaths of infants in Chi- 
cago’ than during the same period of 
1908.. That gain has made the health of 
the city better than ever, a noteworthy 
fact when it is recalled that the last ten 
years have been the healthiest in the his- 
tory of the city. The lessening of the in- 
fant mortality shows the effect of the 
earnest ¢@ffort the health officials have 
made to instruct mothers how to care for 
the little ones in times of illness and, par- 
ticularly, during the hot weeks of sum- 
mer. The figures have their suggestion. 
too, of the value of the summer hospital 
and free ice work carried on by Tus 
Trisune, and other agencies which have 
had the welfare of the children eo muca 
in- mind. 

But there are disturbing elements in the 
report of the health department. One 
sentence should be read by every citizen 
and given thoughtful consideration. 
“Deaths among babies under 1 year of 
age constitute 32 per cent of the total 
mortality of the week, and yet the baby 
population is aboyt 2½ per cent of the to- 
tal population of all ages.“ That means 
that the baby death rate is thirteen times 
higher than the death rate at all other 
ages. Evidently there is a long road to 
be traveled before the needless slaughter 
of the innocents is ended. 

Such a mortality rate is a serious re- 
flection upon modern civilization. It is 
the contemplation of statistics like these 
that is the moving force among American 
medical leaders who are looking forward 
_ to a meeting in New Haven im a few 
; weeks, at which the life of the infant will 
be the theme of discussion, If humanita- 
rian ideas were forgotten in the presence 
of the economic alone, a thought of the 
potential value of a child would be con- 
vincing of the great loss which the nation 
suffers year after year because of the 
failure to prevent this frightful mortality 
among the babies.

The building and real estate operations in 
Chicago during the first eight months of the 
present year tell a story of wonderful 
growth, such as should satisfy the most 
optimistic and exacting of those who have 

unbounded faith in the destiny of the city. 

For the past three or four years, Chicago 
has been upbuilding at a marvelous rate, 
providing homes for its people, factories for 
its rapidiy developing industries, and com- 
merical and office buildings to meet the 
pressing requirements in this field, but never 
has it witnessed anything like the move- 
ment which has prevailed during the present 
year. If the element of speculation had en- 
tered into these operations to any extent 
there would be less cause for satisfaction 
over this showing, but of this there has been 
practically none save in some real estate 
transactions along south State street, so that 
it can. be said that all this wonderful activity 
in a constructive way is simply a measure 
of the actual tangible growth of the city. 


Building Permits Show Increase. 


An idea of what this constructive or build- 


b ing growth has been during the year may be 


gathered from the fact that the cost of the 
building permits, estimating only a part of 

August, as the figures of the building déepart- 
“ment for that month are not yet available, 

reaches the total of $61,532.380. The people 
of Chicago are so accustomed to deal with 
large figures that the significance of this 
statement may not be apparent until it is 
@tated that for the entire year of 1908 the 
Dullding figures approximated $68,000,000 and 
Set a new high water building record for the 
city. Now, with a third of the present year 
remaining, the figures reach within less than 
$6,500,000 of the total of last year, and, if the 
present ratio is maintained for the remainder 
of the year, promise to pass the $90,000.000 
mark. 

During 1892, just preceding the world's fair, 
when building operations, stimulated by the 
Approach of that great affair, as well as by 
the feverish real estate boom of that time, 
reached a total of $63,463,400, it was thought 
that the high water building mark had been 
reached for many years to come, and that it 
only would be exceeded under the stimulus of 
abnormal conditions, such as another great 
real estate boom or extraordinary conditions 
of some kind. 


Greatest Period of Development. 


The prediction held good for sixteen years, 
but in 1906, under the influence of genera) 
business prosperity, which reache@ its flood 
tide at that time, the figures mounted to 864. 

_ 298,335. During the preceding year a total 
of over $63,000,000 was reached, and it may 
be said that from this year dates the be- 
ginning of Chicago's latest and greatest 
period of development, as the preceding year 
ehowed-a total of only $44,000,000. The year 
1907 started out well, but the financial up- 
heaval in October practically paralyzed build- 
ing operations for the remainder of the 
year, with the result that the total opera- 
— of the year dropped back to about 3850, 


With the recovery from the depression 
lest year, building operations were resumed 
on a greater scale than before, and they have 

since been maintained on a steadily increas- 
ing scale. It is a marvelous record, that of 
practically $350,000,000 worth of new build- 
lings during the last five years, counting the 
whole of the present year, and as the cost 
of the buildings always run in excess of that 
given in the permits the actual cost of the 
erected in Chicago during the 
period indicated will probably approximate 
$400,000,000. .

The eight months of building for this year 
means over forty solid miles of structures, 
which, if placed side by side, would extend 
nearly half the distance from Chicago to 
Milwaukee.

With numerous indications that the rail-- 
roads of the United States are entering into 
an era of unprecedented prosperity, many 


ot the larger systems are embarking on ex- 
tehslve improvements. 


The basis for this increase in raſlrbad con- 


struction is shown in the report of railroad 
earnings for the first three weeks of Au- 


gust. The railroads which report weekly 
gross earnings show a total of $21,541,714 
for the three weeks, an increase of 10.8 per 
cent over last year and a loss of only 2.6 
per cent as compared with a like period in 


1907.

Heavy Steel for Texas Roads. 

Some of the most extegsive improvement 
work will be done in Texas, where all the 
larger properties are preparing to inaugu- 
rate a big campaign for the physical im 
provement of their lines. 

The announcement is made by Thornwell 
Fay, vice ‘president and general manager of 
the Texas lines of the Southern Pacific, that 
heavier steel is to be laid upon 125 miles of 
that road this fall. This will be followed 
by much more extensive improvements to be 


made next year. 


All of the new steel which the Southern 
Pacific will lay in Texas will be ninety-pound. 
The first shipment of the order for the 125 


miles has already been received. The total 


order amounts to 20,000 tons. 

Particular attention is to be given to bring- 
ing the roadbed and track of the transcon- 
tinental division between Houston and El 
Paso up to the highest standard. 

The Santa Fé, in addition to the several 
hundred new miles of road which it is build- 
ing in Texas, will practically rebuild that 
part of its line between Coleman and Galves- 
ton in order to make it available for the 
heavy traffic that it is expected will be di- 
verted to it when the cut off line between 
Coleman and Texico is finished. 

The division of the International and Great 
Northern between San Antonio and Laredo, 
151 miles, is to be relayed with eighty pound 


steel. 


The Fort Worth and Denver City division 
of the Colorado and Southern is to be greatly 
improved. New and heavier steel will be 
laid and the roadbed brought up to the high- 
est standard. 


Flood Causes Heavy Damage. 

The National Railways of Mexico has suf- 
fered losses aggregating more than 33,000. 
000 gold as a result of floods during the last 
month. The conditions in northern Mexico 
have been unprecedented for several weeks. 

In addition to the destruction of more than 
100 miles of track, the Interruption of traffic 
has had a serjous effect upon the earnings 
of the property. The Tampico-Monterey, the 
Matamoros-Monterey, and the Reata di- 
visions and the main line between Saltillo 
and Laredo were the worst sufferers. 

It will be two or three weeks before even 
temporary repairs are made upon some of 
these divisions, and it will be 4 month or 
more before the line to Matamoros is re- 
opened. Many iron bridges were washed 
away. 

A deal for the purchase of the Pan-Ameri- 
can railroad which is being negotiated by 
United States Ambassador David E. Thomp- 
Son also involves the concession for the con- 
struction of a line from a point on the isth- 
mus of Tehuantepec to Campeche, a dis- 
‘tance of about 350 miles. 

This concession is owned by J. M. Neeland, 
viée president and general manager of the 
Pan-American. At Campeche the proposed 
‘line will connect with the United Railways 
of Yucatan, 

It is understood that Mr. Thompson is act- 
ing on behalf of the Harriman interests in 
the pending transaction. It is is said that 
an offer also has been made for the United 
Railways of Yucatan. o

All about could be seen evidences of the 
old city, terraced walls, a wide road, and 
many great bowlders with steps out in their 
sides and excavated tops. The.city must 
have been H ly packed arourd the rock 
in great terrac But I must get you tothe 
top, for it is bed time. In the old days the 
summit was reached by a royal path which 
wound eround the rock and which was pro- 
tected on the outer side by a high, thick brick 
wall, which was plastered inside and out. 

Fragments of thie at stairway still re- 
main, and I am literally amazed at the ability 
shown by these people in overcoming what 
would seem at first glance an absolutely in- 
surmountable difficulty. In many places they 
made great trenches in the rock and on a 
platform thus made carried up to a height 
sometimes of 100 feet a great, massive, thick 
Wall, on the inside of which is found the 
paseageway leading toward the top. In 
many places this gallery has partly fallen, 
in other places it has entirely disappeared. 
Here the government has erected, at con- 
siderabe expense, apparently, great iron lad- 
ders’ with an outer protecting rail, which in 
places wind round the sides of the precipice, 
in. other places proceed upward almost per- 
pendicularly. 


Picture Gallery of Ancients. 


My time was short and I could not stop to 
admire, as I should have liked, the evidences 
all about of ancient skill, nor could I gaze 
long upon one of the most Interesting features 
+} of this wonderful fortress. 
gallery, in a series of niches in the rock, which 
they had plastered, they placed a giganti¢ 
picture gallery. Here is a long series of fig- 
ures, all of women, presumably portraits of 
high, Dah ladies, om thels N. to a shrine. 
The. tely d wear many or- 
n carry in ele hatte flowers, and 
are followed by servants also bearing flowers. 
I had seen copies of these in the museum at 
Colombe. Collectively they form a most in- 
teresting picture of an ancient life which haa 
otherwise absolutely disappeared. 

Near the top I came to a broad terrace with 
the mighty claws, all that remains of a once 
gigantic lion of brick and stucco from which 
the fortress takes its name—Lion rock. From 
this point on up the way is a long. almost 
perpendicular, massive iron ladder, which re- 
places the ancient pathway, which perhaps 
ran upward through the body ofthe lion. On 
our left we pass several great clusters of 
bees, which, however, show no signs of fight, 
though it is said they sometimes are not so 
friendly. 

Panting and wet with eweat, I finally 4 
the summit and in great haste set out to ex- 
amine the ruins of the palaces, tanks, etc., 
which cover every foot of the five acres of 
the summit. It seems that on this summit 
Was once a great terraced citadel, with great 
white walls and tiled roofs. It must have 
been one of the most wonderful fortresses 
which the world has ever seen. 


Throne of Solid Rock. 

One of. the most interesting features is a 
great throne, hewn out of the solid rock. On 
one side of the summit. is a great reservoir for 
water, and there are several smaller reser- 
voirs. In ancient times, at one edge of the 
summit, a trail now made secure by a great 
iron stairway led down over the face of the 
precipice to a sort of a little pocket in the 
face of the rock, and from here I held my 


closed galleries and out over the plain itself. 

It is à curious fact that in spite of the ap- 
parent absolute inaccessiblity of this fortress 
it is not known how it fell. It has been sug- 
gested that late in the king’s reign, or shortly 
thereafter, a great section of the gallery, by 
which the summit was reached, fell and that 
no engineers skillful enough to reget it could 
be found. 

The view from the summit was one of great 
magnificence. On every side I could look al- 
most straight down to the base of the rock 
below, and all about I could make out the 
lines and walls of what was once a large city. 
Beyond the great bowlders which lie at the 
base of the rock. on every side stretches the | 
great, dark, silent, gloomy forest. 

I should have liked greatly to have re- 
mained on the summit for hours, but realizing 
the difficulty of descent, I was forced by the 
approach of darkness to make my way back 
to the plain below.

The chureh building is not the modest at- 
fair that might be imagined.The main floor 
is 64x100 feet, and will seat 700 people with- 
out the galleries. The basement is as large, 
and will accommodate the boys’ club and 
Ssymnasium, as well as the heating plant 
The material of the structure is red brick, 
and it has a red tile roof. 

The plans were donated by. the architec- 
tural firm of Patten & Miller of Chicago. 
Mr. Burns said that they had made no ar- 
rahgements as yet for their organ or for 
heating, but he had no fear that they would 
fail to be forthcoming when needed. 

The idea of the church being erected in this 
manner was received enthusiastically by the 
community, and there has never been any 
lack of labor in every branch. It is no un- 
common thing for the men to work by elec- 
tric light several nights a week.

Mrs? Carrie perlberg Arrested 
for Eighth Time, Puts 
Blame on Husband. 


OMAN FLIES. IN RAGE. 


Man, Also in Jail, Believed to 
Have Fleeced Aurora Busi- 
ness Men of $15,000. 


“ He betrayed me again and again, and I 
Stuck to him; but when he drove my mother 
blind my love turned to hate and I' send 
him to the penitentiary, if 1 go back myself 
while doing it.“ 

Mrs. Carrie Periberg, under arrest on the 
charge of passing worthless checks and in 
custody at the Hudson avenue police sta- 
tion, yesterday threw all the blame for her 
misdoings on her husband, Albert Perlberg, 
also held on similar charges, and declared 
she could clear herself if permitted to tell her 
story to a jury. 

Mrs. Perlberg, who has a police record of 
seven arrests for forgery and who has served 
three terms, was booked on charges of forg- 
ery by Lieut. Max Heidelmeier and will be 
given a preliminary hearing in the Chicago 
avenue court this morning. 

Lieut. Heidelmeier tried to gain cponfes- 
ions from Perlberg as to other suspected 
forgeries in Aurora. The police believe the 
operations of the man and his wife will show 
a total of from $10,000 to $15,000 obtained 
from Aurora business men through fraudu- 
lent representation and forged notes. Perl- 
berg is said to have represented himself as 
a detective in the Chieago department: 


Blind Mother Replaces Babe. 
A blind mother will take the place of the 
baby with which Mrs. Perlberg has sought 
to arouse the sympathies of jurors at pre- 
vious trials. Three times when brought to 
trial on forgery charges she has held in her 
arms a baby boy and has pleaded for clem- 
ency that she might care for the child. It 
was discovered that the baby was borrowed 
for the occasions. 

Mrs. Perlberg, with tears and sobs, told the 
tale of her mother and how her wrongdoing 
was for the purpose of caring for the aged 
parent. 

In a rage, tears alternating with bitter up- 
braidings, Mrs. Perlberg yesterday attacked 
her husband in the police station. From the 
police she learned RPerlberg had sought to 
shift all the blame for the series of forgeries 
on her shoulders. 

Albert,“ she exclaimed, “I loved you 
through an awful lot. You never were good 
for much. I kept you out of the penitentiary 
time and again. But you've turned against 
me now and every bit of love I evekthad for 
you is hate. I might stlex to you H it 
hadn’t been for your treatment of my blind 
‘mother. It's all over now. I'll never have 
anything to do with you again and you'll go 
ever the road if it’s necessary. 


Did Needlework in Joliet. 

“Tf I can tell my Cory to a jury I can 
acquit myself.“ Mrs. Perlberg sad. While 
I wes in: Joliet this last time I did needle 
work and the matron sold it for me. Every 
penny I made I sent to my old mother. She 
was living at 75 Clark street. Perlberg found 
her there and went to live with her. He 
opened my letters and took every cent in- 
closed. Then he drove my mother into the 
street to beg for him. -She is over 80 years 
old. Three times she fell on the street or 
#ome one knocked her away from a door, and 
the last time struck her head on the pave- 
ment. Two days later she went blind. 

“ When 1 got out on parole several monihs 
ago I found my mother helpless. hungry. not 
only blind, but almost dead. Then Pérlberg 
came to me again. He threatened me if J 
refused to pass more checks for him. It 
ras the only way to get money for my moth- 
er. I married him ten years ago, and within 
two years I had begun to tread the path 
of evil, with him driving me along it: He 
never did any work that I know of. O, 1 
don’t care where I go or what happens if 
I can get away from him, and if some one 
will care for my old mother a few weeks 
longer—then she will die."’ 


Police Care for Mother. 


Mrs. Perlberg broke into tears frequently 
while telling of her troubles. Because the 
mother is in destitute circumstances, she was 
taken to the Harrison street annex yester- 
day; where she will be cared for temporarily. 

“This woman has been the tool of a 
reprobate husband,“ said Lieut. Heidelmeter. 
It is strange what women will endure be- 
cause they think they love a nian. But for 
this pair a turning point has been reached, 
and I think the man will suffer.“

Action by the postoffice authorities to

: , whose representations are said not to 
be justified by the results obtained, is sought 
by the assembled veterinary examining 
boards of North America. The board met 
at the Palmer house yesterday afternoon, 
preliminary to the annual convention of the 
American Veterinary Medical association 
which. will open its sessions today. 
Dr. W. H. Hoskins of Pennsylvania said 
that he had applied to the postmaster general 
at Washington to have the use of the mails 
denied to such schools. 

He saig that he had evidence to show that 
uch schools offer to confer a degree upon 
any person, upon perfunctory study, at a 
“price ranging from $60 down to $12.50. br 
Hoskins has succeeded in having several 
perlodicals throw out the advertisements 

erf sueh schools. 

Dr. H. E. Talbot of Iowa mentioned a 
college at London. Ontario, Canada, as an 
example of alleged fraudulent correspond- 
_@nce schools, saying that it swindled many 
“would-be veterinarians in Iowa, who sent 
im their “diplomas’’ to the state board, 
‘which refuses them recognition. 

Would Have Federal Standard. 

A federal standard for the veterinary de- 
Free is sought by the examining board, which 
, Unanimously voted to take action to that end. 
This would do much toward exterminating 
illegal practitioners, who, according to Dr. 
Shepard of Cleveland, do much damage, par- 
‘ticularly in Ohio, where the practice of alter- 
‘ing. by means of scrapers and hot irons, the 
marks on a horse’s teeth which betray his 
age, is still rife. They are also said to bs 
2 skillful in hiding the existence of heaves in 
„ horse long enough to make a trade. Dr. 
Shepard says the quacks in Ohio are about 
as powerful as the legitimate practitioners, 
being backed with money and the best of legal 
-eounsel.”

LIVERPOOL WHEAT DRAGGY. 


New View of Russian Situation; Rains 
in Corn Belt. 


Grain markets over the entire country ob- 
served Labor day by suspending business. 
Few traders made a holiday visit to the 
corridors of the local exchange, the Bright 
weather and the fact little news was ex- 
pected to percolate through the voluntary 
wire blockade cutting down the attendance 
of 'the regulars” to a minimum.

The English market was unchanged to d 
lower in Kine with the easy Saturday closing 
in the local market. The Liverpool corn ca- 
ble was unchanged 


Weather Favors Wheat Movement. 


Thrashing and movement of spring wheat 
were favored by bright, or at least only partly 
cloudy weather over the two day holichy. and 
today’s receipta at the leading northwest- 
ern terminals are expected to be large. Ad- 
vices from that direction state that country 
shipments to terminals and farmers’ dellv- 
erles at stations are heavy, though there is 
some disposition on the part of the growers 
to stack or store. 

The forecast sent out by the bureau sug- 
gested continued fine weather over the entire 
spring wheat belt. The scattering mall ad- 
vices in over the holidays tended to confirm 
the good yields recently reported rather than 
the counterclaims that the crop has been 


favorable showing per tomorrow's govern- 
ment report, though caution continued to pre- 
dominate among professionals as a result of 
the fairly steady tone in northwestern mar- 
kets after the recent break. 


Conservative View on Russia.

| News gives the folowing résumé of the week- 


ly report sent by that journal's Nicolaieff cor- 
respondent: 

“An extract from a report being prepared 
by the local bourse committee says that ex- 
aggerated views of the harvest have been 
taken and it is time to take a sober view of the 
actual results. Winter wheat thrashings 
show only eleven bushels per acre, rye nine 
to tem, barley nineteen, and spring wheat 
about fifteen and a half, further the heat 
and drought have ruined maize, millet and 
buckwheat, as well as all vegetable crops and 
this fact must influence the quantity of 
grain which can be exported. In forward- 
ing the report our correspondent says it must 
be understood more or leas in a local sense, 
but of course it is confirmatory of other re- 
ports of heat damage in the southwest; how- 
ever, it is to be noted that the recent official 
report for the whole of Russia gave the crop 
‘over average and this report was based 
on telegraphic news from provincial officials, 
although it is possible that the said report 
did not make sufficient allowance for the 
damage which resulted in some areas from 
the excessive heat in July. At date of report 
arrivals were fairly liberal, but as regards 
wheat there was a determination to resist 
any further lowering of prices. 

„ Arrivals in the southwest are steadily in- 
creasing, and at Nicolaieff they are expected 
to reach 50,000 quarters per day by the middle 
of September. This movement to a single 
port is a big quantity. In gpite of the liberal 
arrivals, the tendency of wheat values at date 
of report, via. Aug. 19, was to harden, for 
large quantities are needed to loadithe fleet in 
port (thirty large steamers) and much of the 
Azima wheat was going into store’ On 
the other hand. our Rostoff friends write that 
arrivals there have fallen off, after having 
been liberal for about a week this was es- 
pecially the case with barley. A report from 
Nicolaieff published on the continent says the 
government intends to prevent too great a 
rush of grain to market by. limiting the num- 
ber of cars and by gr g advances to the 
peasants through the state banks. A report 
from St. Petersburg mentions rainy weathed 
in the Volga region and northern govern- 
ments, delaying the harvest; in the latter 
region the crops are not quite ripe. Condi- 
tions for the seeding of the new crops are 
generally good.” 


Wet Weather for Corn. 


Weather over the holidays was showery in 
important sections and was counted on to 
help the late corn, but aroused some com- 
plaint that the corn about matured is being 
kept green and soft, increasing chances of 
frost injury. Reports, however, indicate the 
crop is practically made in the big surplus 
states, and, while the government is ex- 
pected to show considerable reduction in con- 
dition from that of the August report, some 
look for a better showing than suggested by 
Snow. Light frost was noted in lower Mich- 
igan and northern Ohio. The forecast was 
for showery conditions in the southwest. 


Oats Traders Uncertain. _ 

Oats traders who are on the fence” as 
to the future course of the merket are un- 
usually numerous. The long decline has 
taken prices to levels below those of recent 
years, but it also ie certain that the crop 
this year js larger and that stocks in sight 
are ample after recent increase. Reports, 
however, indicate that the movement from 
the southern tier of states will become lighter 
‘in the near future. This fact, in turn, is 
balanced by expectations of an unusually 
heavy northwestern movement following 
claims of heavy vields in that direction, 
Cash brokers had few bids yesterday. 


Provisions in Deadlock. 
Speculative interest in provisions has been 
divided between r hog movement 
and the decreasing stocks of product offi- 
cially and unofficially reported.
